m ANY elderly people and a large 
number of younger ones are fac- 
ing the problem of deafhess and 
realize that they will have to find 
some other occupation than that 
which they now have. The majority of 
adults who are growing deaf gradually 
take it as a matter of course instead of 
preparing themselves. Lip reading is 
now being taught in most cities. Some ot 
the boards of education have made pro- 
vision for evening classes in the public 
schools. There are schools for private 
mutruction also. At the Palace of Educa- 
tion at the Panama exposition rhuch in- 
terest was shown in the classes in lip 
reading conducted by Mrs. Trask. The 
pupils were from all parts of the country, 
some were deaf, some were losing their 
hearing, and some were not deaf at all 
but took the instruction to be able to 
give it to friends or relatives who are 
deaf. 

In the December number of tle Volta 
Review Miss Helen Louise Dyer suggests 
occupations for women who are déaf who 
do not wish to be away from home all 
day and find themselves rather restricted 
in choice of occupation. © 

The first illustration given is that of a 
woman who lived in a small railroad junc- 
tion town. Shé was totally déaf and

they obtain, Itle or nothing sding into 


the coffers of thé state. 


The Royal College of Arms is nét, atrict- 
ly speaking, a government department, 
but a self-supporting institution that 
holde its office and enjoys certain preroga- 
tives by means of royal charters. Un- 
fortunately it has been the subject ot 
many complaints, some even of stich a 
scandalous nature that former sovereigns 
and governments have had to 


anyone today, provided with. the neces- 
sary money and willing to pay, can ob- 
tain a magnificént coat-of-arms the 
Royal College of Heralds by means of 
devising a more or less mythical descent 
for the candidate, be he ever so plebeian, 
from some old Norman baron or noble of 
the Plantagenet era.

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It is a matter of general notoriety that . 
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armorial bearings, once prized beyond 
any mere titular honor, have now almost 
entirely lost their importance and value. 
These latter can bé restored were the 
crown to resume its former authority and 
tights in the matter, to deprive the Royal 
College of Arms in London of its charter 
for misuse of its prerogatives, and to con- 
vert the department of arms into a full- 
fledged department of the state, the fees. 
derived from the grant of arms, being 
turned into the national treasury. 

Lord Massereene, who, after distinguish- 
ing himeelf as a cavalry colonel, first of 
all in France and afterwards in Gallipoli. 
has now been invallded home from the 
Balkans and is at Antrim castie, his coun-

But Lord Massereene is among the most 
determined of home rulers, and it is hard- 
ly likely that he will surrender either the 
chair or the mace without a legal strug- 
gle. Indeed, he has intimated as much, 
and a couple of yeare ago, when the suc- 
cess of the homé rule measure seemed 
assured, he withdrew from the National 
museum at Dublin the chair and mace, 
which he had loaned to that institution 
but which he was determined to retain in 
his own keeping from that time on.

The viscounty of Massereene was orig- 
ally created by Charles II. in favor of a 
Sir Charies Clotworthy, as a reward for 
the part which he played in promoting 
the restoration. As Sir Charles had no 
male issue, the king made his patent with 
remainder to the holder’s son-in-law, Sir 
John on, and to his heirs gen- 
eral. In fact, the viscounty of Masse- 
reene is the only Irish peerage that can 
descend in the female line. Harriet Sket-

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Her passport destroyed and her money 
taken away, Mrs. Rose Levin of 624 South 
Paulina street, with her two small daugh- 


tera, one of whom was born in the war 


zone, is stranded somewhere in that part 
of Russia occupied by the German army. 

Her husband, Louis Levin, who owns 
the Lamb Bottling works, has been ap- 
pealing to the state department for nearly 
a year to aid his wife in returning to Chi- 


cago. In her last letter received here, | 


seven weeks ago, Mrs. Levin wrote that 
she and the children were starving and 
that she had not even a crust of bread 
quiet her babies’ cries. 


Goes to Visit Parents. 


Mrs. Levin, who is only 25 years old, 
left Chicago in June, 1914, with her daugh- | 


ter, Gertrude, then 2 years old. She went 
to visit her parents, who resided in Kras- 
nobrod, Suwalki, Russia, and whom she 
had not seen for thirteen years. She tert 
New York on June 24 on the liner Im- 
perator, and reached Hamburg July 4. 
Before reaching her father’s home war 
had been deciared.. Mrs. Levin was de- 
tained on suspicion, despite the fact that 
she carried an American passport, and 
was placed in jail. All money was taken 
away, and when the authorities finally 
literated her it was not returned, 3 
She had hardly reached Krasnobrod, 
three miles from the German border, 
when the village was bombarded by tha: 
German troops, and the inhabitants were 
compelled to flee. She and her parents 


were away four weeks before they could | 


return to their ruined home. The village 
had been burned. and Mrs. Levin's trunk 
containing her passport destroyed. 


Child Born in War Zone. 

Six months passed, during which Mrs. 
Levin again became mother to a girl, 
Bertha. Then the town again was bom- 
barded and in their flight Mrs. Levin be- 
came separated from her father. The 


authorities refused to issue a duplicate 


passport. Levin finally heard from his 
wife in another town. In December Mr. 
Levin was notified his wife had been lo- 
cated and would soon be returned to 
America. 

Then came his wife's letter saying she 
and the children were starving, and a 
post card from his wife’s father asking. 
‘if his daughter was still alive. Mr. Levin 
says he has forwarded his naturalization 
papers, but all he can get from the state 
department is promises.
